The Winners Circle Inc. an 
international company, is a 
pyramid type illegal operation 


in which workers were 
recruited to sell vacation 
packages to the public: 


Employees make. their money 
by recruiting other workers: to 
join the company. 

These type of companies are 
“watched closely by the 
Attorney General's office and 
according to South Bay Public 
"Saft Director Danny Jones 
residents should be suspicious 
of companies tliat say “all you 
need to do is invest a certain 
amount of money daily and 
within a few months that 
money will give a return. of 
three to four times that 
amount.” 

He estimates that local 
residents irivested thousands of 
dollars. 


“Many people were taken in 
by this.company," said Jones. 
"We are working. with the 
Attorney General's Office and 
hope to find out just how much 
money was taken out of the 
Glades by this company." 

Recently the Attorney 
General's Office was in court 
with owners of the Winners 
Circle, who have now filed for 
Chapter 11. The Office has 
frozen one of. their banking 
accounts in hopes of recouping 
some of the money lost by 
residents. 

If you gave money to the 
company and you .think you 
were taken advantage of 
.according to Jones, you must 
contact the Attorney General's 
Office in Orlando. 

They will need to know your 
name, address, telephone 
number, social security 
number, amount you paid in 
and the amount they paid to 
you in commission checks as 
well as thé amount you believe 
is owned to you.

@ cookbooks expect you to have 
things like Balsamic vinegar on 
hand, Mrs. Hall uses ingredi- 
ents that you might actually 
already have in your pantry or 
freezer. She also bases the suc- 
cess of her recipes on the theo- 
‘ry: "If it doesn't taste good, 


don't eat it." 
Mrs. Hall's.own story; which 


is in the back of the book, is 
also makes interesting reading. 
She describes herself as a "suc- 
cessful, recovering, compulsive 
ovei-eater and food addict." 
She is an aerobic instructor 
and facilitator for Watching 
Our Weight (WOW) a low-fat 
living class in Ohio. She began 
writing down her own low-fat 
adaptations of favorite recipes 
to distribute to members of her 
class. While people often told 
her, "You ought to write à 
book," the inspiration ` to 
become a published author 
came from family tragedy: 
When her husband, Tracy, 
developed brain cancer in-1994 
and could not work; the family 
had no income and mounting 
medical bills. After being told 
Tracy's cancer was not respond- 
ing to treatments and he had 
less two years to live, they did- 
n't give up. But they needed 
$20,000 to start an experimen- 
tal cancer treatment and 
$7,000 a month to continue it. 
Their insurance would not 


cover this expense. 

They took a leap of faith by 
mortgaging their home to raise 
the funds needed to self-pub-. 
lish her first book, "Down 
Home Cookin' Without the 
Down Home Fat" The book 
sold more than 138,000 copies 
in the 20 months before a regu- 
lar publishér took over. 

Today, her husband is still 
undergoing treatments, but 
they ате encouraged by his 

-progress. Mrs. Hall gives all 
the credit for the success of the 
books and for her husband's 
sürvival to God. 

"Т give God all the praise and 
glory for the success of my 
books," she writes. She donates 
10 percent of the book profits to 
an organization that works 
with at-risk inner city children.

New Mayo Clinic procedure cements pain 
relief for eompression fracture of spine 


A simple injection of bone 
cement is proving effective at 
relieving chronic pain caused 
by-a compression fracture in 
the spine, a condition that 
immobilizes thousands of most- 
ly elderly peoplé each year. 

The new procedute, called a 
vertebroplasty (ver-TEE-bro- 
plasty), е pain and 
improves mobility, which sig- 
nificantly improves quality of 
life and reduces complications. 
“Mayo Clinic in Jacksonville, 
Florida is one of only a handful 
of centers nationwide to offer 
the procedure. ™ 

“Vertebroplasty ^is. done 
strictly for pair: relief,” said Dr. 
David Miller, an interventional 
neuroradiologist at Mayo clinic 
in Jacksonville. 

"That's especially important 
in older patients, who often 
lose іг mobility due to pain. 
Pain from t "fractures can 
make people entially bed 
ridden: Immobility in older 
patients very often leads to the 
development of other, some- 
times sérious «medical prob- 
lems, as well as significant 
caretaking issues. 

A compression fracture of a 
vertebra, one of 33 bones that 
make up the spine, is most 
common in people with osteo- 
porosis, a weakening of bone 
taused by calcium depletion

the United States, including 
about 700,000 vertebral. frac- 
tures. , 

Compression fractures of the 
spine "are. diagnosed: with . X- 
rays, magnetic “resonance 
imaging (MRIs) апд Ъопе 
scans. The standard treatment 
is wearing a brace, taking pain 
killers and bed rest. 

“Normally, these fracturés 
will heal on their own in six 
months to.two years," Miller 
says. "That's a long time to be 
in pain and to have limited 
mobility." 

But carefully injecting quick- 
drying bone cement into the 
fractured or crushed vertebra 
often eases the pain within a 
few days. 

“In fractures less than two 
years old, we have a 70-pereent 
success rate in relieving pain,” 
Miller says. “We're not sure 
exactly why it works, although 
we,think the cement probably 
stops the тоуефеп& of the bone 
fragments in the vertebra, thus 
stopping the pain.” 

Vertebroplasty is an gutpa- 
tient procedure done under 
local anesthesia, although 
patients occasionally spend a 
night in the hospital. Two- 
dimensional X-ray guides the

placement of the needle and 
the amount of cement injected. 
Complications are uncommon, 
although there is a tiny risk of 
cement traveling up along the 
nerves in the spine or tó the 
lungs. "In general, it's very safe 
and well tolerated,": Miller 
says. 

A patient must be able to lie 
on his or her stomach for зр 
to 45 minutes it takes to do the 
procedure. And there must be 
enough vertebra.left to accom- 
modate a needle. the procedure 
is less likely to help people 
whose fracture is causing com- 
pression of an exiting nerve 
root. “If the fracture is more 
than two or three years old, 
this is not. likely to do much 
good," Miller says. 

A vertebroplasty costs about 
$7,000 when done as an outpa- 
tient procedure 'and'is not uni- 
formly covered by Medicare.. 
However, Miller expects this 
will change. 

"The potential, savings in 
overall medical costs for cur-

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The value of Florida’s. citrus 
groves has increased for the 
first time since 1990, an annu- 
al University of Florida survey 
of land values shows. 

The 1999 Florida Land Value 
Survey indicates that the value 
of agricultural land has 
increased or remained steady 
in all regions of the state, said 
UF agricultural economist 
John Reynolds, who has con- 
ducted the annual survey for 
UF's Institute of Food and 
Agricultural Sciences since 
1985. 

Improved grapefruit is 
are-responsible for the increase 
іп · value for groves, said 
Reynolds, noting that 1999 is 
the first year since 1990 that 
citrus land has not declined in 
value. 

“It was. encouraging and 
interesting to see that across 
all agricultural categories, land 
xalues were up'this year," 
Reynglds said. "That's the first 
time since the late’1980s that 
all categorigs have improved, 
and that's a positive note for 
agriculture." 

Last year, the survey showed 
the value of groves decreasing 
because of'an oversupply of 
fruit, with grapefruit growers 
being hazdest hit. This year, 
with supplies down, the value 
of grapefruit groves increased 
23.8 percent in the South 

.region and 6.7 percent in the 
Central region. 

Prices for grapefruit 
increased this year, and the 
better return means higher

Freezes in the 1980s wiped 


~ out thousands of acres of citrus 


in Central Florida and pushed 
fruit prices and land values 
higher" Reynolds said. "But 
gtowers replanted, and now 
those groves are online and 
producting; there's a lot more 
citrus to be sold now." 

Fər purposes ef the survey, 
Reynolds divides the state 
based on agricultural produc- 
tion into. four regions: 
Northwest, Northeast, Central 
and South. Reynolds also col- 
lects data for Southeast Florida 
- Dade, Broward and Palm 
Beach counties - because of the 
impact of urbanization on agri- 
cultural land values in the 
region. s 

The pressure of'urbanization 
has much, agricultural land 
poised for a transition into use 
for. homesites. and commercial 
development. The value of this 
transitional land within five 
miles of cities was almost three 
times higher in the Southeast 
region than in other region 
because of the limited amount 
of undeveloped land remaining 
in that region. 

However, in all regions, the 


value of transitional-land in' 


metropolitan counties was two 
to.three times higher*than in 
nonmetropolitan counties. 

The value of irrigated and 
nonirrigated cropland. and 
improved and unimproved pas- 
tureland increased’ in all 
regions of the state, although 
agricultural land values vary 
widely from region to region 
and even within regions. , 

`The -yalue of farm woods 
increased 6 to 7 percent in the 
Northwest and the Northeast.

“Prospeets: for several row 
crops are not as good as they 
were in May, and they dón't 
look very good for next year," 
Reynolds said. 

The survey also shows: 

- The value of irrigated land 
used for crops increased 7 to 8 
percent in the South 
Northwest regions, 4.5 percent 
in the Northeast and about 2 
percent in the Central region. 

- The value of nonirrigated

On December 15, 
1876 live snakes fell on the 
south ide of Memphis, 
“It has been rhining 
most of the day in Memphis 
Initially, the rain was light but, 
in the "afternoon, a.thunder- 
storm:developed and continued 
for about 15 minutes. When 
the rain stopped the street was 
full.of black snakes. 
My favorite story is about 


the two guys who'went fishing 
in Kansas. It was April 7, 
1956. Our two buddies were 
planning to spend'the day at 
their favorite fishing hole. 
Their fun was cut short, howev- 
er, when a big thunderstorm 
swept over the lake. As they 
were walking home they heard 
a strange sound coming from 
the water. A few seconds later 
fish began falling from the sky. 


| The two men didn't catch any 


fish that day, the fish caught 
them. 

How did all of these strange 
weather events occur? The 
most probable explanation is 
an updraft of air. As a thun- 


derstorm develops, air is pulled © 


from the ground high into the 
atmosphere. That updraft can 
be very strong. Sometimes 
strong enough to.pick up a 
snake or a snail or maybe even 
a fish. 

The next time someone says 
its raining cats and dogs tell 
them it's better than raining 
snails and snakes.

to maximize their benefits.. 

We will not address industri- 
al septage, which may contain 
toxic compounds, heavy metals, 
and other materials that re- 
quire special handling, treat- 
ment and disposal methods. 
That is not to say that some of 
this type of septage is not find- 
ing its way into the tanks of do- 
mestic septage haulers. and 
coming-to Okeechobee County. 
There simply is no way of 
knowing at the present time. 

Unlike sewage sludge, sep- 
tage is not tested for its con- 
tents. It currently is’ not re- 
quired by. any local, state or 
federal regulations. 

Residuals have been pro- 
duced and land applied, since 
municipalities began to treat 
domestic wastewater about 150 
years ago. Application to the 
land, either for disposal or fer- 
tilization has been a natural solution.
